The story of the rise of the Masuto is a 
remarkable tribute to the greatness of o16 
man. Their recorded history dates back on'y. 
to the. beginning of the nineteenth centary. 
“Jn those times,” rans & sentence in a recent 
Blue-book, “a Chief of the Bankwena-tribe, by 
name Moshesh, was living near the Ca'ed n 
River.” 

Bat this Moshesh was man of courage, 
infinite patience, a born diplomat. Subordinat- 
ing everything to the building-up of his people, 
he welcomed refugee! from ‘all parts, and 
submitted in silence to injury and insalt. For 
years be prepared sand bided his time. And 
one day South Africa awoke to the fast that 
anew power had arisen, a people whom it 

/ wonld be wise to treat with a certain amonnt 
of, respect. This is not the place to review 
once more the diplomacy of Moshesh. It is 
sufficient to remember that the power which 
he reared with sach skill and guarded so 
zeslously remains to-day. Brain hss lasted 
where brate force has died away. Tha empire 
of Tshaka, the march of whose bo:des meant 
slaughter before which that of Ghe giz Khan 
and ‘I'amerlane pales into insignifi:ance, has 
gone,and to-day white men are complaining that 
the Zala has not been stripped of part of the 
littlethst remains to him; theSwaziehave shared 
the same fate,and to-day a Commission is dacid- 
ing the reserves upon which the remoants of 
Umbandine’s people shall live. Batthe Kingdom 
of the Chief of the Mountain remains almost 
as strong a3 in the days when Moshesb, after 
years of patient perfecting, defied the Cape 
Colony and the Free State. And although he 
lost the plains knowa as the Conquered Terri- 
tory, Basutoland to-day comprises ten thousand 
square miles of country and 350,0.0 peop'e, 
brave, intelligent beyond the ordinary Kaffirs, 
independent (almost to the point of radeness, 
gome 86y); home-loving. ‘The Masato never 
developed the predatory ways of the hordes of 
‘Vshaks, Gangaupyana, Mosilikatee, and other 
scourges of the sab-continent,from the Zambesi 
to the southern sea, and to this their stability 
is largely dae. ‘The position of the “Naboth’s 
Vineyard” of South Africa to-day is wonderful 
teitimony to the policy —of Moshesh. His 
ioflaence still lives, and no man can boy land 
amongst the Masuto. Many 4 covetous glance 
has been cast at the rogged country. The body 
of Lerothodi was hardly cold before one heird 
of’ the benefita which ‘would accrae to the 
Masato and to Sosth Africa generally by the 
abolition of the Paramountcy, the “bringing of 
the people onder better control,” the develor- 
ment of those mineral resources which every 
little-prospected land ia South Africa is suppos- 
ed to possess in inexhaustible measure, Bat, 
fortunately,the Imperial authorities determined 
that the Paramountcy should continue. 

‘V’he fears that the jealoasies of rival Chiefs 
would prodace civil war proved to be withoot 
foundation. The meeting of the Piteo, cr 
National Council, was at Masera, the pleasant 
little town which will eoon be connected with 
the outer world by the railway which has 
already crossed the Caledon river. The assem- 
plage could not be other than striking. One 
hundred and twenty Chiefs and Coancillors 
attended, and many bredght considerable 
retinces, so that the ponies of 3,000 mer 
dotted the hillside and the Government slew 
many bullocks a cay to feed tse maltitade 
There is. little oulwardly imposing in the 
indaba of s semi-civiliséd vuth African tribe.

THE BLUEJACKET'S UNIFORM.

It has hitherto bean the pecaliar privilege 
of.the British soldier to have his uniform 
periodically criticised, and to undergo the 
unceasing changes, not always for the better, 
which are the inevitable resalt. Ths Blae- 
jacket has been left alone. His dress is 
popularly supposed to combine utility and 
dorability, with simplicity and pictaresque- 
ness. Bat in these progressive days there 
are few things which can hope to escape the 
eagle eye of the individoal in search of 
reform ; and it will not oocasion surprise that 
it hay been seriously suggested that the new 
conditions which obtain in modern warships, 
coupled with the entirely different daties 
which fall to the lot of the crews, demand 
the abolition of the familiar seaman’s rig, 
with his “slacks” and open-necked jamper 
and frock. There iss sentiment sarround- 
ing the pecaliar rig of the Blaojacket which 
somehow appeals more strongly to the 
ordinary imagination than can be said of any 
ofher national dress; bat, if it cxn be showa 
that modern conditions demand clothing 
differing widely from that now worn by the 
seaman class, objections based oa sentiment 
and tradition may have to be waived. The 
public, however, will not part with Jack’s 
familiar kit withoat a sigh of genaine regret. 
‘To them the dress is symbolical of the indi- 
yillaal and of the splendid service to* which 
he belongs.

If he is 
intimate he msy talk of his affectionate 
respacta—he may crawl at her’ feet, or ask 
ber to look on the ground, and find him 
there ; but whatever his friendehip or intimacy 
may be, he must express respect in someshape 
or form. . 

§o moch- for letter-writing. a many other 
respeots their manners are essentiplly different 
from ours. When two'Frenchmen meet casually 
in the street they do not nod sa we do. Unless 
they,are very intimate they take off their hate. 
When a Frenchman ‘speaks to a lady in the 
atreet be remains uncovered, hat in hand,antil 
she tells him “to cover himselt.” There is far 
more bowing and scraping ; but one often asks 
oneself whether, with it all, there isas mach 
genuine respect. Conyersation is in one sense 
easier, in another more difficult, than it is 
with us. It is not advisable to go deeply into a 
subject. You must discuss several, but only on 
the surface. A man who goes to the bottom of 
a question imposes too much on his neighbours, 
and is voted a bore. Then yon must not 
commit yourself to avy assertions. Two expres- 
sions go along way andcommit no one. You 
hear them constantly. They are “Il parsit,” 
and “On le dit.” Tho latter said impressively 
is often most effective, and sometimes leads 
the unwary to believe that the hypothesis so 
advanced is positively trae. Politics, and 
indeed any controversial topic, had better 
be avoided unless one is perfectly cer- 
tain of one’s ground. The transiticn from 
an amiable to an acrimooijous discussion is 
sometimes very abrapt. The great essential 
in France is “amabilité,” and this is sometimes 
achieved easier by the foreigner who listens 
well with a smile upon his face than by the 
one who joins in the conversation. Again, at 
adinner party, or even in a drawing-room, 
avoid monopolising your neighbour, talk to 
phe fable'or to the general company. French 
people Sgdtit very difficalt to understand bow 
we mansge(at a dinner party in England. As 
a Freneh-lady said to me once: “If you wish 
to talk to your neighbour exclusive'y, give 
her a dinner at a restaurant, bat do not spoil 
our enjoyment by keeping her to yourself.” 
Again, you mast not tell stories unless it “be 
to the detriment of a dear friend who is 
well known in your circle, and you most 
not make quotations. 

Conversation should be general, but it 
should also be original and witty. When a 
foreigner displays genuine originality or wit 
he is very much appreciated. The French take 
it as 8 personal compliment to themselves that 
he shoald give himself the trouble to fit into 
their grooves. They are, as a general rale, very 
indulgent to avy mistakes that may be made, 
once they realise that they are the result not 
of want of savoir faire but of the foreigner’s 
national peculiarities. Every one does not, 
however, grasp this fact, and this makes a 
knowledge of French manners and customs so 
essential to the Englishman who wishes to 
succeed in France. 

Intercourse is now becoming much greater 
than it was a few years ago. The number 
of French boys that spend two or three years 
of their early edacation in England is con, 
tinvally on the increase. Weare realising 
every dsy more and more the necessity of 
learning French and other foreign languages. 
English boys and girls are going more to 
France than they did. The intercsurse between 
the two countries is becoming more intimate 
and more friendly. The lives of British re- 
sidenta in France can easily be made ples- 
santer than they now are by knowing their 
| neighboore. It is to the advantage of both 

countries that we shovld see more of each 

other, and learn better to appreciate the 
;good qualities that underlie our national 
distinctions. The study of the peculiarities 
of French society will go s long way towards 
achieving this end. ‘

London, October 20. 


~ The Prince and Princess.of Wales are off 
to India this morning, ‘with thé warm farewells 
of the Royal family and the nation to give 
them heart and hope fora great tour. They 
will be away for six months ; and news of their 
doings will be read from dey to day with 
unflagging interest. It is s much wider tonr 

‘than ths King was able to mske in 1875, for 
it will extend into Upper Burmah and include 
many cities which he did not see ; and present 
circumstances make it in all ways a moro 
important toar.
